Section two provides that after 


the acquirement of the property 
of tbe company "within tho cor- 
porate limits," the city shall op- 
erate the same as a municipal- 
owned utility. 


Section three provides that pay- 


ment shall be made by the issu- 
ance of bonds beyond the author- 
ized limit, which bonds shall be 
secured only by the property and 
revenues of the company. 


It is evident the fa:t was over- 


looked that the Legislature has 
enacted no law, nor has the city 
adopted a homo rule charter, to 
make operative Sections four, five, 
six, eight and twelve of Article 
eighteen of the Constitution. 


The 
Constitution 
recognizes 


such a mortgage as the city's debt, 
but when by law authorized to 
make such purchase, it shall not 
be liable for bonds beyond tha ex- 
cess of the bond limit of the city.

Generalities are without value. Blanket criticism is worthless. What we 


desire to know, what it is fair that the electorate should know, are the exact 
details of your disagreement with President Wilson.

Honesty and patriotism 
demand that you put yourself on record in such a manner as to permit people 
to judge you as they are now able to judge President Wilson.
